Plan Saves 


$1,000,000 


“There is little hope for finan- 
cial sanity in a town that hasn’t 
time to save $1,000,000’’ says 
George A. Grant discussing a re- 
cent statement from the school 
committee regarding proposed 
-school housing.

high school for 750 students with 
expansion facilities for 1000 is 
not large enough for future town 
needs, 

Citing the reasons for its pro- 
posal the building committee 
statement said: 

“This committee began where 
the survey committee of 1953 fin- 
ished. The secondary enrollment 
was projected for the years 1954 
through 1962. This projection re- 
vealed an enrollment in 1962 for a 
three year high school as 764, 
and 682 for a three year junior 
high school.”’ 

The next statement will con- 
cern the threefold recommenda- 
tions of the committee, based on 
what members stressed was the 
sthool committee’s voted instruc- 
tions to plan for a three year high 
school. The building committee 
will also ask that the present 
high school and junior high plant 
be turned over to junior high use, 
and that the new building be lo- 
cated on the Esther Smith prop- 
erly on Shawsheen road. 

“With the new high school to 
accommodate 850 pupils and ex- 
pandable to 1000, along with a 
capacity of 900 for the present 
unit, the secondary school prob- 
lem would be solved for many 
years.’”

“The above figures do not 
allow for drop-outs. However, 
none of the estimates take into 
consideration any increase in 
present enrollments. 

The proposed building is des- 
cribed as follows: 

“The building is of modern de- 
sign and has been carefully 
planned for maximum flexibility 
in operation, with provision for 
easy future expansion. It is a 
fire-resistant structure of steel 
and concrete with brick exterior 
walls, steel sash and interior 
finishes selected to provide for 
simple maintenance at low cost.

Many years ago Mark Twain was editor of a small-town 
newspaper. A reader wrote in saying that he had found a 
spider in his paper, and wanted to know if that was an 
omen of good or bad luck. Mark Twain answered: ‘'Find- 
ing a spider in your newspaper is neither good nor bad 
luck. The spider was merely looking over our paper to 
see which merchant was not advertising so he could go 
to that store, spin his wed across the door and lead a 
life of undisturbed peace ever afterward.”’ 

Retailing has come a long way since those days, :and 
the art of advertising has undergone great development. 
And advertising, by stores or any other kind of business, 
is a typical outgrowth of the competitive system. It is the 
best possible means of reaching the people who want 
goods and services, of urging the merits of one brand as 
against another, and of encouraging the consumer to go to 
some particular retail outlet. That it benefits the consu- 
mer goes without saying. No storekeeper could long 
charge an excessive price with competitors offering in 
print the same or an equivalent product at a lower price. 
And deceptive advertising defeats its own purpose. The 
wise merchants advertises aggressively, but he bases his 
story on appeal, not fiction. 

Salesmanship is a driving force in keeping the American 
economy running. Advertising is the heart of it.

The Secretary of Labor has said that the Right to Work 
laws, which are now in effect in 17 states, have done 
more harm than good, 

He is entitled to his views. But it is a significant fact 
that there has been a flood of comment — from newspa- 
pers, publicists, government officials, and others— which 
holds that he is greatly mistaken. 

Henry Hazlitt gave a widely-held opinion when he 
wrote in Newsweek: ‘‘To compel a man to join a union as 
a condition of holding his job puts irresponsible power in 
the hands of union bosses and is a gross infringement on 
the individual’s right to work.” 

Years ago some employers blacklisted union members. 
[his was tyranny and it was eutlawed, What amounts to a 
blacklisting of non-union workers is equally as bad a 
tyranny.
